MR. EDWARD W. COLLAMORE 


Mr Edward W. Collamore, founder of the American Home 
Bible Institute, was born in 1874. and went to be with the Lord 
on August 27. 19 JO. He received h.s theological training at 
the Union Biblical Seminary, in Dayton. Ohio, and held pasto-

After coming to Washington, he accepted employment with the 
government, and in 1917 he organized the Cottage Bible Insti¬ 
tute. which was later changed to the American Home Bible In¬ 
stitute. Through his untiring efforts, the Institute ministered 
to a large number of correspondence students as well as to as- 
sembled classes. 

Following his death, William C. Bond. Jr.. Glenn Wagner, and George A. MUes. successively, 
were presidents of the school until the merger with the Washington School of the Bible in 19 
Mr. Collamore had a deep passion for h.s own study of the W o r d and for teaching it to others 
His last prayers were that the work of the Institute would continue, and that the Word of God might 
have free course. 


REV. C. W. OYER 


Mr C W Oyer was born June 24. -870. and went to be with the Lord April 21. 1951. He re¬ 
ceived his Bible training at the Bible Institute of Bluffton. Ohio, and continued to be an ardent Bi¬ 
ble student all his life. After serving as a pastor in Ohio, and then in Jewish work in Chicago, he 
served at the Fort Wayne Bible Institute as Superintendent until 1923. 
















He came to Washington in 1925, at the call o 1 the Bible Insti¬ 
tute of Washington to serve as Superintendent, and in addition 
to serve as pastor of the Open Door Church. 

In the late 1920's, he organized the Washington School of the 
Bible, which was conducted in the Open Door Church. This 
school united with the American Home Bible Institute in 1938 
to form the Washington Bible Institute. Mr. Oyer became 
chairman of the Board of Trustees of the new school, and 
served in this capacity until his passing in 1951. 

He was greatly loved and used of the Lord in the development 
of the Bible Institute movement in Washington.

The Bible Institute of Washington had its inception in 1902 
when a number of Bible classes were held In various home 
and churches by Mrs. Steel. At that time, Dr. M. E. Miller 
Mr. I. B. Linton, and Mr. Robert H. Clark were among thos, 
who supported the classes. In 1919, Mr. and Mrs. Shelly i, 
cooperation with others, conducted classes in their apartment 
and a year later in their home at 1824 H Street, N. W., undei 
the name of Washington Bible School. 


" ‘ 920 - Dr - Kulde11 was appointed dean and instructor. Ii 
19ZJ, Dr. Kuldell led in securing a property at 1316 Vermon 
Avenue, N. W., as a home for the Institute, and through hii 
efforts brought about the permanent organization under th< 
name "Bible Institute of Washington. •• He was largely respon 
sible for the management and growth of the school for the fol- 
lowing ten years.
